Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1945. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  the  report  has  been  printed,  and 
for  that  reason  some  of  the  subjects  have  been  dealt  with  more  fully 
than  usual  in  order  that  it  may  form  a basis  of  reference. 

The  statistics  given  cover  the  period  1st  January,  1939  to 
31st  December,  1945  and  show,  so  far  as  statistics  can,  that  the 
health  of  the  district  has  been  maintained.  The  district  is  not  a large 
one  and  therefore  conclusions  must  not  be  too  hastily  drawn,  but  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  during 
these  seven  years.  The  higher  death-rate  and  lower  birth-rate  than 
England  and  Wales  is  to  be  explained  by  the  age  constitution  of  the 
population. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  of 
Mr.  Charles  Watkins,  Surveyor  to  the  Council  and  for  many  years 
Sanitary  Inspector,  his  interest  in  the  District  was  constant  and  it 
was  greatly  due  to  his  hard  work  that  Alderley  Edge  is  so  to  the 
front  in  the  provision  of  new  houses. 

The  new  full-time  Sanitary  Inspector  commenced  duty 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  but  to  some  extent  he  had  to  undertake 
work  properly  pertaining  to  the  Surveyor,  and  it  is  only  in  1946 
that  we  are  experiencing  the  benefit  of  an  officer  whose  only 
responsibility  is  Sanitary  matters. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  help  given  me  by 
other  members  of  the  staff,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest  and  encouragement.

SOCIAL 

CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  district  is  almost  entirely  residential  in  character  and  the 
population  tends  to  a higher  average  age  than  in  the  country  as  a 
whole.  As  a result  of  evacuation  during  the  war-years  several  large 
firms  set  up  offices  in  the  district. 

SECTION  B : GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

(a)  Staff — Duties  : 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  — restricted  from  private 
practice  and  appointed  jointly  with  the  Cheadle  & Gatley  and 
Wilmslow  Urban  District  Councils.  He  is  also  Medical  Advisor  to 
the  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Sanitary  Inspector— up  to  November  28th  the  post  was 
held  by  the  Surveyor  but  in  view  of  the  housing  programme  a full- 
time Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  from  that  date.  He  is  also 
responsible  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and 
salvage. 

The  Medical  Officer  has  a full-time  clerk.  Clerical  assistance 
is  provided  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  required. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

Specimens  are  sent  to  either  the  University  of  Manchester  Public 
Health  Laboratory  or  the  Stockport  Infirmary  Pathological  Depart- 
ment. 

Exceptions  are  : — 

(a)  Virulence  tests — these  are  only  carried  out  at 
Manchester. 

(b)  Sputa  for  Tubercle  Bacilli — at  the  County  Council 
Laboratory,  Chester. 

(c)  Wassermann  and  similar  tests — are  carried  out 
under  County  Council  arrangements  at  Manchester 

The  cost  of  all  examinations  for  the  diptheria  bacillus  is  met  by 
the  Council  and  also  of  other  examinations  where  such  are  necessary 
for  the  detection  or  control  of  infectious  disease. 
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(c)  Ambulance  Facilities: 

A motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  Council.  There  is  an 
arrangement  with  Wilmslow  Council  for  the  mutual  availability  of  the 
ambulances. 

(< d ) Nursing  in  the  Home: 

There  is  a voluntary  home  nursing  service  maintained  in  connection 
with  the  Cottage  Hospital.  There  is  no  provision  for  the  home 
nursing  of  infectious  diseases. 

(e)  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary: 

There  is  a Cottage  Hospital,  which  is  staffed  by  the  local 
practitioners  with  visiting  specialists.  The  County  Council  Ortho- 
paedic Clinic  for  the  area  is  held  here  and  there  is  an  Artificial 
Sunlight  Clinic. 

The  larger  voluntary  general  hospitals  serving  the  area  are  those 
in  Manchester,  Stockport  and  Macclesfield.  The  County  Council 
Public  Health  Hospital  is  West  Park  Hospital,  Macclesfield. 

The  district  is  covered  by  the  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital 
Board  for  infectious  diseases.  The  Board  has  an  agreement  with 
Manchester  Corporation  for  the  admission  of  smallpox  cases  to 
Clayton  Hospital — and,  of  other  infections,  to  Monsall  Hospital. 
No  charge  is  made  for  such  treatment  if  removal  is  necessary  on 
public  health  or  medical  grounds  ; but  a charge  may  be  made  if  re- 
moval is  requested,  where  home  nursing  is  possible,  on  grounds  of 
convenience. 

if)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics : 

A child  welfare  centre  is  held  weekly,  maintained  by  the  County 
Council.  The  doctor  attends  fortnightly.  Diphtheria  immunisation 
is  carried  out  when  the  doctor  is  present. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinics  for  the  district  are  at  Stockport, 
Manchester  and  Macclesfield. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  at  the  Macclesfield  General 
Infirmary. 

The  County  Council  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Cottage 
Hospital — it  is  mainly  for  after  care. 

SECTION  C : 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
(a)  Water  Supply  : — 

The  water  supplied  by  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Depart- 
ment has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  All  houses 
are  supplied  from  the  mains. 
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No  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  piped  water  supply  have 
been  made  by  this  authority  during  the  year.  The  Water 
Department  take  weekly  samples  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water 
for  bacteriological  examinations  and  monthly  samples  of  the  raw 
water,  these  latter  are  examined  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

( b ) Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

No  important  change  since  1938. 

(c)  Public  Cleansing. 

A fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  and  salvage  is  made. 
The  vehicle  is  getting  old  and  and  a new  one  has  been  ordered. 

Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  a field  immediately  adjoin- 
ing the  main  Alderley  to  Wilmslow  Road.  The  site  was  formerly  a 
hollow  in  which  there  was  a stagnant  pool. 

It  is  hoped,  as  labour  becomes  available  and  with  the  new  vehicle, 
to  increase  the  frequency  of  collection  till  the  pre-war  standard  of  a 
once-weekly  collection  has  been  reached. 

There  are  still  some  dry  and  a few  wet  ashpits  left.  These 
latter  are  in  property  which  it  is  hoped  to  deal  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

( d ) Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  furnished  the  following  tabular 
statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  illness 
of  Mr.  Watkins  the  number  of  inspections  is  considerably  below  the

No  special  action. 
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(f)  Camping  Sites : 

No  sites  have  been  licensed  by  the  authority.  Where  some 
caravans  were  being  used  informal  action  resulted  in  the  removal  of 
one,  in  the  other  case  the  occupier  was  a member  of  an  organisation 
approved  by  the  Ministry. 

(#)  Smoke  Abatement : 

The  Council  has  joined  the  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee. 

(h)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools : 

There  are  none  in  this  area. 

(0  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs: 

No  infested  houses  have  been  found  and  no  action  has,  therefore, 
been  necessary.  The  use  of  sprays  containing  D.D.T.  is  intended 
if  the  need  should  arise. 

O')  Schools : 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  satisfactory  and  the  water  supply  is 
from  the  main. 


SECTION  D : HOUSING 

Existing  Houses : 

No  special  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year,  only  that 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  but,  with  the  appointment  of  a full- 
time Sanitary  Inspector,  routine  inspections  were  commenced  early 
in  1946. 

New  Houses : 

On  31st  December,  34  new  houses  were  under  construction  by 
the  Council,  the  full  scheme  at  that  time  covering  132  houses  — 
since  increased  to  148  houses. 

No  temporary  houses  are  being  erected. 

Private  enterprise — no  licences  had  been  issued  for  new  houses, 
but  there  have  been  some  conversions  into  flats. 

SECTION  E : 

(a)  Milk  Supply : — 

No  complaints  have  been  received.  No  samples  where  taken  in 
1945  but  routine  sampling  has  commenced  in  1946. 

Two  dealers  hold  licences  for  the  retail  of  pasteurised  milk. 


(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods:  — 

The  meat  is  all  supplied  from  Manchester.  There  is  no 
slaughtering  in  the  district. 

Shops  and  bakehouses  are  kept  under  supervision. 

(c)  Adulteration: — 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  I am  in- 
debted to  the  District  Inspector  for  the  following  information  : —

( d ) Diphtheria  Immunisation  : — 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  for  all  children  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  and  occasional  special  sessions  at  the  School. 

A special  report  was  made  during  1945  on  the  position  at  31st 
December,  1944,  since  that  date  new  arrivals  have  been  contacted 
and  the  proportion  immunised  has  probably  not  altered  to  any 
significant  extent.  The  report  is  reprinted  here  as  a permanent 
record.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

A scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council  in  1939,  but,  owing  to 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  the  campaign  did  not  commence  till  1940. 
In  that  year  the  Elementary  Schools  where  circularised  and  immu- 
nisations carried  out  by  private  practitioners  on  a sessional  basis. 
Immunisation  was  also  commenced  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
In  1941  the  parents  of  evacuees  were  circularised  and  many  of  the 
children  immunised.  In  1942-43  a survey  of  the  child  population 
was  made  following  on  the  obtaining  of  a list  of  children  from  the 
food  cards  (by  courtsey  of  the  Food  Executive  Officer).  This  list 
was  checked  in  1944  and  every  family  contacted  where  possible.  A 
large  number  of  personal  visits  was  paid  and  finally  a circular  letter 
was  distributed  by  the  local  detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  who  also  collected  the  replies  and,  finally,  a special  clinic 
was  held  in  the  Church  Institute.  The  following  diagram  shows 
the  immunisation  condition  of  the  children  as  at  31st  December, 
1944.

In  considering  the  figures  of  children  under  5 and  those  not 
immunised  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  22  children  under  1 year  of 
age  are  included  and  these  children  were  not  of  age  for  immunis- 
ation. If  this  is  taken  into  consideration  the  percentage  immunisation 
in  the  whole  available  child  population  under  15  years  of  age  is  89% 
and  among  the  cc  under  fives  ” 82%. 

A number  of  children  have  also  been  re-immunised  but  no 
systematic  approach  to  the  parents  has  been  made.  20  children 
have  thus  been  dealt  with. 
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Among  the  immunised  are  those  of  whom  we  have  records  and 
also  those  whom  the  parents  state  to  be  immunised  as  follows  : —

( e ) Active  Immunisation  against  other  Diseases: 

Scarlet  Fever — is  not  considered  to  be  of  practical  value. 

Whooping  cough — for  a short  period  this  was  advised  but  the 
results  published  were  so  diverse,  and  there 
were  some  reactions,  that  it  was  decided  not 
to  proceed  further  as  reports  of  the  reactions 
were  influencing  the  response  to  diphtheria 
immunisation. 

Measles — Placental  globulins  have  been  offered  but  no 
requests  have  been  received  for  them. 

Section  I -PROVISION  OF  INSULIN
